Not Clear-Cut Win 
For Either Side; 
Union Shop Weaker 


WASHINGTON — (AP) — 


The longest costliest steel 
strike in American history in 
effect is over. Production is 
expected to resume next week. 


The striking CIO Steelworkers 


Union was considered virtually 
certain today to ratify a 
strike- 


ending agreement reached at the 
White House after President Tru- 
man personally demanded — and 
got—a settlement. 


No Victory 


It was not a clear cut victory 


for anyone concerned—the union, 
industry, or the government. There 
was give and take on all rides. 


The end of the crippling, 53-day 


strike was announced late yester- 
day'by the President himself with 
CIO President Philip Murray and 
U. S. Steel Chairman 
Benjamin 


Fairless "have reached 
agree- 


ment on important basic issues." 


He said Murray would meet to- 


day with his 175-man Wage-Policy 
Committee to obtain ratification of 
the agreement. 


At best it will be four or five 


days before any substantial pro- 
duction of steel is reached. It takes 
that long to heat up the banked 
blast furnaces. 


$5.20 Boost 


The new steel which comes out 


of some 380 struck plants will sell 
for at least $5.20 a. ton more than 
before the stiike started. The gov- 
ernment approved a price increase 
of that amount for raw, or carbon, 
steel. Specialized, high-alloy steel 
will get a boost of $5.65 a ton. 


Some officials have 
predicted 


that such a boost would increase 
the cost of living, already at an 
all-time high. 


No wage or other terms were 


announced at yesterday's White 
House session, but it was reliably 
learned the government includes 
these conditions: 


A wage boost of 16 cents 
an 


hour for 650,000 basic steel work- 
ers; a highly modified form of 
union shop which allows present 
non-union members to stay out and 
gives new employes a 15-day es- 
cape period during their 
first 


month of employment; s'X' 
paid 


holidays; three weeks vacation 
after 15 years service: a two-year 
contract dating from last June 30, 
with a wage rcopener next June 30. 


Total 21 Cents 


These concessions 
come to a 


total of just over 21 cents an hour 
for each worker. Pre-strike pay 
averaged slightly under $2 an hour. 


The strike, longest in the na- 


tion's steel history, will have cost 
more than 21 million tons of the 
defense-vital metal by the time 
full production is resumed. It has

Buying Power of Dollar Hits 
New Low; HCL at New High 


BY SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK—(AP)—The buying j 


power of the dollar is at a new 
low. The cost of living is at a new 
high. 


And some folk suggest that this 


should shed a new light on many 
of the facts of life—even including 
the price of shares on the stock 
market. 


To look at the painful faces first: 


The government's consumer price 
index in June pushed above the 
previous peak reached last Jan- 
uary. 


Now 53 Cents 


Based on this index, the buying 


power of the dollar has slipped to 
around 53 cents — that is, the 
dollar will buy only a little more 
than half as much in goods and 
services as it would in the 1935-39 
period. 


In these terms its buying power 


has been below 60 cents ever since 
the post-war inflation got rolling. 


Now to take a cost-of-living look 


at the stock market: 
.The Associated Press average of 
60 stocks is at its highest point 
in 22 years — expressed in con- 
ventional dollars. 


But translate stock prices over 


the years into cost-of-living dollars 
—that is, value them in terms eft 
what a dollar would buy at the 
time— and the AP stock average 
now would be below the 1948 bull 
market peak and also the 1937 
bull market peak. 


Some brokers, who make a living 


from selling stock to the public, 
like to point this out. 


"When adjustment is made for 


the changes in the cost of living 
and the declining value of the dol- 
lar, share prices are in an une^ 
ploited range" — that's the way 
the brokerage firm of Francis I, 
du Pont & Co. put's it. 


In other words, inflation— wheth- 


er you look at it as the high 'cost 
of living or as the shrinking of 
the buying power of the dollar- 
is still around. If not so urgent 
as it was. And brokers consider 
stocks are still a 
good 
hedge 


against it.

Buying Power of Dollar Hits 
New Low; HCL at New High 


BY SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK-(AP)-The buying 


power of the dollar is at a new 
low. The cost of living is at a new 
high. 


And some folk suggest that this 


should shed a new light on many 
of the facts of life—even including 
the price of shares on the stock 
market. 


To look at the painful faces first: 


The government's consumer price 
index in June pushed above the 
previous peak reached last Jan- 
uary. 


Xow 53 Cents 


Based or. this index, the buying 


power of the dollar has slipped to 
around 53 cents — that is, the1 
dollar will buy only a little more 
than half as much in goods and 
services as it would in the 1935-39 
period. 


In these terms its buying power 


has been below 60 cents ever since 
the post-war inflation got rolling. 


Now to take a cost-of-living look 


at the stock market: 


The Associated Press average of 


60 stocks is at its highest point 
in 22 years — expressed in con- 
ventional dollars. 


But translate stock prices over 


the years into cost-of-living dollars 
—that is, value them in terms rf 
what a dollar would buy at the 
time—and the AP stock average 
now would be below the 1946 bull 
market peak and also the 1937 
bull market peak. 


Some brokers, who make a living 


from selling stock to the public, 
like to point this out. 


"When adjustment is made for 


the changes in the cost of living 
and the declining value of the dol- 
lar, share prices are in an une^ 
ploited range" — that's the way 
the brokerage firm of Francis I, 
<Ju Pont & Co. put's it. 


In other words, inflation—wheth- 


er you look at it as the high 'cost 
of living or as the shrinking of 
the buying power of the dollar— 
is still around, if not so urgent 
as it was. And brokers consider 
stocks are still a good 
hedge

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Public Apathy Is to Blame for 


Low Quality of Teachers 


To'those well aware of the national shortage of public 


schools, a recent report of the National Education Associa- 
tion "will come as doubly unpleasant news. 


The report shows that colleges and universities are turn- 


ing out this year only 32,443 elementary school teachers to 
meet a demand for at least 160,000. 


And that's not all. Of the 160,000 total, 70,000—nearly 


half—are needed to replace teachers so "woefully under- 
trained" that they should not be promoted beyond their 
present positions. 
Thus, it becomes all too clear not only that we don't 


have enough elementary school teachers, but that a sur- 
prisingly large number of what we do have are of such poor 
quality they should be replaced. 


A further reflection on teaching quality is seen in the 


extent to which qualifications of elementary school teachers 
vary in different parts of the country. For instance, in at 
least one state 98 per cent of all elementary school teachers 
hold college degrees. But in at least one other state the 
percentage plunges to nine. 


One valid and apparent reason for the situation as a 


whole is that the number of children under 12 is increasing 
so fast. In the 11 years ending in 1951, the total number 


' of children under 12 increased almost 10 million. And where 


the total elementary school population was 20 million in 
1946, it will be 30 million in 1958. 


Also, the labor market is 'tifht and many people who 


otherwise might go into teaching find the lure of better-pay- 
ing jobs elsewhere irresistible. 
• 
* 
* 
* 


But back of the whole thing has been the public atti- 


tude towards elementary'school education. We just haven't 
made teaching a well enough paying job to attract the "best 
people into it. To become a really fine grade school teacher 
requires- a selflessness and devotion to an ideal that car 
hardly .survive the economic hazards attendant on that kind 
of a job. 


And if we won't pay what the job calls for we can't 


blame anyone but ourselves if what we-get for our money 
isn't always what we would like. 
e 


What seems to be called for here is a cold dollars-and- 


cents' appraisal of what kind of education we want our chil- 
dren to have and how much we are willing to pay for it. 
Put that way, it's an unusual parent who won't decide to dig 
down a little deeper to provide good teachers in sufficient 
numbers to shape the futures of the country's children in 
their most impressionable years.

Intelligence Than the Delegates

CHICAGO—Like good deeds in a sordid world, the young ushers 


who herded the mobs at the Democratic party's repulsive rites of 
nomination and the Republican travesty of a week before, shone above 
this rabble with a mien of unmistakable character and class. The 
Chicago policemen also were several cuts above their wards with 
the badges and fool's caps and far superior Jo the porcine dignitaries 
of both sexes on the high altar of democracy. 


The Chicago cop is a victim of his own slouchy dress and-bear- 


ing which give him a superficial seeming of indiscipline and unreadi- 
ness for come-whatever. Like the American gen- 
erals in W. W. II, who designed their own costumes, : 
often, it seemed, with chic suggestions from some 
winsome chauffeusc, these fellows seem to dress 
according to whim rather than formal regulation. 
One cult among them wore the standard blue, with 
blouse, but traffic men wore Jong pants and gray 
shirts while another sect, the noisy motorcycle 
corps, went shuffling with a cowboy gait in cavalry 
bloomers and sweaty shiris, their accoutrements' 
clanking like jallopies on a railroad crossing. 


The habits of this gendarmerie permit smok- 


ing on patrol in the streets and gossip with comrades and civilians in 
startling violation of police and military tradition. They were, never- 
theless, surprisingly polite, eager to please and highly efficient in 
their management of traffic. 


This convention and the preceding spectacle offered strong pro- 


fessional temptations to pickpockets who abound in Chicago, although, 
in plain fact, the sort of people who attend such things are con- 
spicuously frugal by comparison with an equal number of salesmen, 
dentists or even managing editors. But a. pickpocket detail of 50 
men under Lieut. Frank O'Sullivan, himself in plain clothes, gathered 
in all known dips on sight anywhere in town as a preventive measure 
to the number of nine by Wednesday night and there was no com- 
plaint of any snatch of poke, roll or turnip except one jewelled watch 
which seemed likely to have just come loose and been lost with honor. 


The gismo of the whole command of all habits and specialties 


was Capt. Redmond Gibbons, whose job beset him with poignant 
social and diplomatic problems. 


Thus it i« T>' hy choice but bv, 


force of circumstances that motor- 
cycle escorts have been shrilling 
through the streets at mad speed 
delivering impudent swine of the 
payroll hierarchy to the hall and 
their hotels, to the swillings and 
smoke-filled rooms, to the peril and 
smoldering indignation of the face- 
less American. 


After all, this is a Democratic 


town and when a. gang of bums 
suddenly showed up in a dirty al- 
ley alongside the hall in a spontan- 
eous, noble inspiration to draft 
Harry S. Truman, bearing lettered 
placards to that effect, Capt. Gib- 
bons could not find it in him to 
chase them off. The custom of 
hiring mildewed alcoholics from 
the dumps to form ragged ranks 
outside the building and troop 
through on signal acclaiming the 
people's choice has made it diffi- 
cult to maintain order. 


In fact, Andy Frain, the con- 


tracting chief usher and marshal 
of the famous elite corps which 
now ennobles his name at many 
American galas, was jabbed stout- 
ly in the diaphragm with a rolled 
newspaper in the meaty hand of 
a determined lady Democrat and 
horizontalized briefly whfn he tried 
to repel a wave of crashers on 
opening night. Mr. Frain had or- 
ders to admit only ISO head for 
each spontaneous popular demand 
but when he tried to stem the 
rush the stampede overran him.

Human Giantism Treated by 
Directing X-rays at Gland 


In practically all respects It must 


be considered a great misfortune 
to be a human giant: One such 
person who was carefully studied 
medically was over eight 
feet, 


three inches tall, with weight in 
proportion. 


Many others have been studied 


who were nearly eight feet tall, 
and I have before me a newspa- 
per which reports a "giant" nine 
feet, one inch high, weighing 391 
pounds. 


Apparently most of these people 


who reach enormous size 
suffer 


from a disease known as acromeg- 
aly. This condition steins from 
overactivity or a. tumor in a tiny 
gland known as the pituitary body, 
lying in the brain. 


This gland exerts an enormous 


influence on the human body by 
means of the hormones it pro- 
duces, and this is the more sur- 
prising because the gland itself is 
so small. 


Acromegaly does not always 


lead to giantism in the sense that 
everyone who has it grows 'to 
seven feet tall or higher. Prob- 
ably more often it develops dur- 
ing mature life in an exceedingly 
gradual manner so that for years, 
even an expert cannot tell defi- 
nitely whether or not the condi- 
tion is present. 


When the disease 
is well ad- 


vanced, however, there is thicken- 
ing and coarsening of the features, 
especially the lips and nose, with 
increased prominence of the lower 
jaw and brows.

It seems that in the true-giant 


the pituitary gland starts to over- 
secrete while the youngster is still 
growing, and that the other symp- 
toms of acromegaly develop later. 
Whereas in the fully grown indi- 
vidual, there is little growth in 
the long bones leading to excessive 
height, although in both cases the 
cause lies in the pituitary gland. 


DEFINITE DIAGNOSIS NEEDED^ 


What can be done for acromeg- 


aly? 
Once a definite 
diagnosis 


has been made, the best tieatment 
appears to be to dnect X-rays at 
the pituitary body in the brain. 


Other types of tieatment are be- 


ing tried 6n an experimental basis.

tary body, the hormones which it 
produces, and the factors which in*. 
fiucnce growth, is badly needed?' 
and it is encouraging to report 
that there is much work going on 
in these directions.

U. S. Appeals for Better 
Treatment of Prisoners 


BY JOHN" M. HIGHTOWEB 


WASHINGTON - (AP) - The 


United States has appealed to Rus- 
sia to ask the Chinese and North 
Korean Communists to provide bet- 
ter treatment for United Nations 
prisoners of war in Korea. 


The appeal sent also to the In- 


ternational 
Red Cross, was an- 


nounced by the State department 
yesterday in advance of the open- 
Ing at Toronto Monday of a world- 
wide Red Cross conference 
at 


which the various Communist re- 
gimes will be represented. 


The timing was regarded here 


as significant: 


First, if there is any real hope 


of success in this field, now may 
be the best time for trying. 


Second, the appeal is a good 


propaganda maneuver to offset an 
expected Red attempt to use the 
Red Cross meeting as a forum for 
attacks on the United States and 
its allies. 


The plea to the Russians to use 


their influence with the North Ko- 
rean 
and 
Chinese Communist 


authorities to get them to carry 
out the Geneva 
convention 
for 


treatment of prisoners of war was 
delivered in Moscow Wednesday 
by Ambassador George F. Kennan. 
A similar request was presented 
about the same time to the Inter- 
national Committee of the Red 
Cross at Geneva. 


The note to Russia said that 


though both the Chinese and Ko- 
rean Reds had promised to abide 
by the 1949 convention, neither had 
done so. It cited three examples of 
failure to make good on the pled- 
ges. The U. S. said the Reds have: 


1. Never permitted "Inspection 


of prisoner of war camps by an 
impartial international body." 


2 Failed to provide for delivery 


of relief parcels to prisoners. 


3 Placed "prisoner of war camps 
. . . in areas in proximity to 
military objectives, exposing the 
prisoners to danger of attack." 


By contrast, the American note 


to the Kremlin said, the U. N. 
command "has consistently abided 
by the provisions of the Geneva 
Convention."

Benton Foresees Long, Brutal Battle 
To Crack Senate Filibuster; Views 
Convention Fight as Barest Beginning

CHICAGO—(NEA)-Sen. William Ben- 


ton, Connecticut Democrat, forseos a "long, 
tougii, brutal fight" to crack the celebrated 
Senate filibuster and demolish that prime 
barrier to federal civil rights legislation. 


His stubborn fight, on this issue in the 


Democratic convention he views as the bar- 
est beginning. Hammering away like that in 
a great public forum, he feels, helps to build 
pressures. 


Cut it will take more than one good pounding to 


convince the Senate to change its rules—as it must, 
declares Benton. before filibustering can be choked 
off and the practice of talking bills to death is ended. 


Parading around his breezy 20th floor hotel suite 


in pale green shorts, Benton, a realist who keeps his 
optimism, slammed hard at the filibuster tradition. 


"Here's what it will really take to do this job: 
"Kirst of all, you'll have to have a strong tough 


president with heavy popular backing. 


"Second, he'll need powerful lieutenants in the 


Senate who can help carry out his wishes. 


"Third,, you'll have to have had a Democratic 


landslide at the polls which would sweep into the 
Senate many more Northern liberals than are there 
now (to increase their strength relative to the 
South). 


"And, 
last, you'll have to get a cleanup in the 


Republican party." 


"As it is now, many Republicans vote with their 


Southern colleagues in this fight." 
* 
* 
* 


Ocnton believes such an array of power, plus the 


passage of time to allow public pressures to build, 
is the only prescription that will work. 


The reason is embedded deep in the Senate's 


rules of operation. The critical rule is rule 22. It 
provides that Senate debate on any issue may be 
shut off when 64 Senators—two-thirds of the full 
body— PO vote. That is what is meant by cloture. 


But there is a crucial exception. It goes by the 


disarming title of subsection 3. And it states that 
cloture—the closing off of debate—docs not apply 
to a motion to change the rules of the Senate. 


The situation is this: 
The Southern Senators, with some Republican 


allies, can almost certainly muster 33 stalwarts to 
block cloture and keep a filibuster going. 


Benton and others therefore want to change 


the rule so that a simple majority of those voting 
and present (not the full Senate) may shut off 
debate after IS days on an issue, or a two-thirds 
majority /of those present and voting may end debate 
after four days. 
• 
• » 


Suppose Benton could get such a change out of 


the«Senate rules committee—a difficult task itself— 
and put it up for floor discussion. Under subsec- 
tion 3 of rule 22 the argument on his motion could 
never, be concluded by cloture. That little techni- 
cality is thus the real obstacle. 


It makes an almost unbreakable circle. Rule 22 


in practice allows Senators to talk a bill into ob- 
livion. But you can't readily change rule 22 because 
that very regulation prescribes unlimited debate on 
changing the rules. 


"Vice President Barkley warned the Senate in 


1949 when it adopted the rule that it would freeze 
the filibuster into perpetuity. That is virtually what 
has been done." 


It is the effectiveness of this perpetuating device 


that leads Benton to acknowledge that the path to 
civil rights action is long and hard. 
• 
* * 


He knows that the conditions he has projected as 


essential to success-—a strong President and a more 
powerful 'Northern Democratic wing abetted by 
more cooperative Republicans—might not occur in 
proper combination for years. 


"S!ill, that's no reason-not to make the fight," he 


said. 


"Our weakness on civil rights is the No. 1 cut- 


ting edge the Soviet Union applies against us in 
many parts of the world. If we can only establish the 
equality our ideals profess, it would undercut the 
Communist argument against us and be worth bil- 
lions of dollars in national security." 


Alostly, Benton leaves to others the general de- 


bate about the need for civil rights laws. To him 
it is all just "rhetoric" so long as the Senate permits 
filibustering. For right now you couldn't get one 
clause of a civil rights law past that verbal barrage. 


That's why Benton trains his sights on rule 22. 


Vou have to knock out the artillery, he believes, 
before you can go charging into your opponent's 
firmly fixed lines.

enfelter, the galloping G-man from 
Glen Ridge, N. J., turned in the 
most amazing of the American 
track and field performances in 
the 1952 Olympic games today— 
but he wasn't credited with a world 
record. 


Ashcnfcltcr, a Pcnr. State col- 


lege graduate who works for the 
FBI, won the 3,000 meter steeple- 
chase in eight minutes, 45.8 sec- 
onds. This was the fastest time 
ever recorded foe the 3,000 meter 
steeplechase. 
It will not be rec- 


ognized as a world record be- 
cause international track and field 
authorities, taking notice of the 
variations in steeplechase courses, 
don't list a record for the event. 


Defeats Russian 


Ashenfelter beat out Russia's 


Vladimir Kazantsev, holder of the 
best previous recorded mark, in a 
thrilling finish. Kazantsev. had run 
8:49.8 at Moscow in 1951, but he 
faltered on the final water jump 
today and the American sped past 
him. 


It was the 21st Olympic record 


broken in six days of track and 
field competition and just a few 
minutes later two Jamaicans who 
do most of their running in the 
United States, broke the 22nd in 
the 400 meter dash. George Rhoden 
of Morgan State college and Herb 
McKenley who lives in New York, 
finished one-two in the 400 and 
both were caught in the same time 
of 45.9 seconds. 


Marjorie Jackson of Australia 


broke the world record for the 
women's 200 meter dash, winning 
her semi-final lieat in 23:4 sec- 
onds. 
She had equalled the for- 


mer record in her trial heat this 
morning. 
The old record of 23.6 


seconds was set by Stella Walsh of 
Poland and the United States at 
Warsaw in 1935. 


Earlier today Marjorie Jackson 


of Australia had broken the Olym- 
pic record and equalled the world 
mark in winning her heat of the 
women's 200-meter dash in 23.5 
seconds. In all, five world records 
have been broken, besides Ashen- 
felter's unofficial one, and one has 
been tied. 


So fast was the steeplechase 


pace that the first eight men all 
surpassed the Olympic record of 
9:03.8. set in 1936 by Volmari Iso- 
Holo of Finland. 


Continuing the American domi- 


nation of track and field events, 
three United States entries, Bob 
Mathias, the defending champion 
from Tulare, Crflif.; Milton Camp- 
bell, 18-year-old Plainfield. N. J., 
high school boy, and Floyd Sim- 
mons of Los Angeles, third in the 
1948 Olympic decathlon, held the 
first three places In the decathlon 
scoring after the completion of the 
first three events.
